EXPLANATORY NOTES. OF uneyg 


For General State Purposes including State Executive Departments, Courts, General Assembly, Charitable 
and Penal Institutions, Revenue Collecting Divisions, Normal Schools, University of Illinois, ete. 

The Revenue from this new source approximately offsets the average annual decrease in revenue from 
Inheritance, Illinois Central, Insurance and Corporation Taxes comparing 1930, 31 and 32 with 1933, 
34 and 35. 

For Distribution to Counties for Common School Purposes. 

For Emergency Relief. (Federal funds for this purpose do not pass through the State Treasury.) 

For Bond Interest and Retirement. Replacement of Property Tax Levy. Accumulating by monthly 
allotments from Retailers Occupation Tax ta provide sufficient funds on annual due date. 

For partial support of the University of Illinois. Replacement of Property Tax Levy. 

For Refund to Counties of 14 of Statutory Blind Pensions paid by such Counties. Replacement of 
Property Tax Levy. 

Allotment of June 1935 payment into the State Treasury made after July 1, 1935. Adjustment at close 
of fiscal year. 

For State Highways, and Street and Grade Separation, Etc. 

For Refund of Tax paid by consumers on Motor Fuel used for purposes other than operating motor 
vehicles upon public highways amounting to $1,645,532, and for the payment of the cost of administer- 
ing the Act amounting to $157,968. 

For use by Counties for payment of principal and interest—State Aid Road Bonds, and for the Construc- 
tion and Maintenance of Roads in accordance with County Board Resolutions approved by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works and Buildings, allotted to each County on basis of Motor Vehicle Licenses. 

For use by Municipalities for the Construction, Re-construction and Maintenance of Highways and 
Streets, and payment of indebtedness incurred for such purposes in accordance with Council or Trus- 
tees resolutions approved by the Department of Public Works and Buildings, alloted to each Munici- 
pality on basis of population. 

Special diversion of 44 of net Motor Fuel Taxes to the School Distributive Fund for 8 months. 

For payment of Principal and Interest on both the 20 and 30 Million Emergency Relief Bond Issues. 
Reserved from Allotments to Counties and Municipalities in proportion to Emergency Relief extended 
to residents thereof. 

For Highway Construction, Maintenance and Policing and Cost of operating Automobile Department by 
Secretary of State. 

For payment of Principal and Interest on the 60 and 100 Million Dollar State Road Bond Issues. 

For Premiums at State and County Fairs, 4-H Clubs, ete. Surplus, if any, may be transferred to 
General Fund. 

For Services, Expenses and Supplies and Equipment for the Conservation Department in administering 
the laws, collecting licenses, preventing violations and propagating and distributing game and fish. 

For Hospital Care of Veterans. 

For Services and Expenses—State Fire Marshal’s Office. 

Made up of $57,000 transfer from General Revenue Fund to Common School Fund; $283.34 Refunds 
into Common School Fund; $387.83 Refunds into University of Illinois Mill Tax Fund; and $114.00 
Refunds into Emergency Relief Reserve. 

For Completing the Illinois Waterway Bridges, etc. as agreed at the time the waterway was turned over 
to the Federal Government for completion and operation. 

For maintenance of the Canal—Labor, Material and Supplies. 

Includes all Miscellaneous Collections formerly received and disbursed locally without passing through 
the State Treasury as a receipt or disbursement. It is revolving to the extent of the self-financing 
activities, dormitories, farms, etc., the profits from which together with tuition and other income 
are appropriated for salaries and other purposes, supplementing to that extent other appropriations 
for such uses. 

For material, supplies, personal services and equipment for the Industries in the State Prisons and other 
Institutions. 

Pledged and used for payment of Tax Anticipation Notes. 

For distribution to Counties for Common Schools to apply on balance unpaid on 1932 and prior levies. 

For exclusive use of University in addition to funds appropriated from the General Revenue Fund and 
the Revolving Fund. 

Proceeds used for Retirement and Interest on Anticipation Notes sold anticipating Bond Issue—a sur- 
plus of $761,614 was transferred to the Emergency Relief Fund. 

Used for Highway Construction. Receipts consist of Refunds and Grants by the Federal Government 
for work undertaken under joint agreements, etc. 

Proceeds used for Emergency Relief. 

For Retirement and Interest on Local Registered Bonds, largely Lincoln Park, also Federal Funds 
handled through the State Treasury, Pension Funds, ete. 

For Retirement and Interest 20 and 30 Million Emergency Relief Bond Issues. Accumulating monthly 
by reserves from County and Municipal Motor Fuel Tax Allotments. 

For payment of Principal and Interest on Emergency Relief Anticipation Notes from the proceeds of 
Emergency Relief Bonds sold. 

State Property Tax Anticipation Notes issued prior to July 1, 1934, to provide necessary money in the 
General, Waterway Bond and Soldiers Compensation Bond Funds were purchased from the surplus 
in the Motor Fuel Tax Fund and carried as cash in such fund as provided by law. Warrants issued 
represents the total notes retired during the year.

(net after transfers out of Protest Fund into regular funds) plus $252,008; Miscellaneous $242,214.

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NOTES EXPLAINING USE OF FUNDS 


For general State purposes, including expenditures of executive departments, courts, General Assembly, chari- 
table and penal institutions, revenue-collecting divisions, State share of Old Age Assistance, partial support 
of the teachers’ colleges and University of Illinois, ete. 

For distribution to local governments for relief costs, and administrative expenditure of Illinois Emergency 
Relief Commission. One-third of current Retailers’ Occupation Tax collections each month, plus subsequent 
transfer from General Revenue Fund sufficient, with other Relief Fund receipts, to provide $4,000,000 
monthly during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1940. ‘Total from Retailers’ Occupation Tax as follows: 
original allocations, $30,001,857; subsequent transfers from General Revenue Fund, $8,243,330. 


For distribution to counties to be paid to school districts, and for teachers’ retirement system. 

For bond interest and retirement. Accumulated monthly to provide sufficient funds on annual due date. 

For partial support of the University of Illinois, in replacement of former State Property Tax Levy. The 
General Revenue Fund is another major source of money for the University. See also Note 25. 

For bond interest and retirement. Accumulated monthly to provide sufficient funds on annual due date. 
Final payments made and retirement of Waterway Bonds completed during this fiscal year. 

For refund to counties of one-half of statutory Blind Pensions paid by counties. 

After above allocations from Retailers’ Occupation Tax have been made, remaining receipts are transferred 
monthly to General Revenue Fund, for purposes set forth in Note 1. Original transfer total, fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1940: $38,553,616; minus subsequent transfer of $8,243,330 to Emergency Relief Fund 
(see Note 2). 

Adjustment between unallotted collections at beginning and end of fiscal year. At the close of each month 
two-thirds of current Retailers’ Occupation Tax receipts have accumulated (after deduction of one-third for 
Emergency Relief) to be allotted in the following month. During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1940, 
$673,668 less was allotted than was collected, due to this method of procedure. 

For refund to consumers of tax paid on motor fuel used for purposes other than operating motor vehicles upon 
public highways (such as in farm tractors, boats, airplanes, stationary engines). 

For cost to Department of Finance of collecting Motor Fuel Tax and making necessary refunds: $206,035; 
for cost to Department of Public Works and Buildings of supervising and auditing the use by counties and 
municipalities of Motor Fuel Tax money allocated to them: $380,034. 

For construction and maintenance of State highways. Equal to one-third of net receipts from Motor Fuel Tax 
after payment of refunds and administration costs (two previous items). 

For payment of principal and interest on 20- and 30-million-dollar Emergency Relief Bond issues. Reserved by 
law from the one-third of net Motor Fuel Tax receipts (after payment of refunds and administration costs) 
due respectively to counties and municipalities. Deducted from allotment to each county and municipality 
in proportion to relief payments made to its residents from Relief Bond proceeds. 

Allotted among counties in proportion to their respective Motor Vehicle License payments. Used by counties 
to pay principal and interest on State Aid Road Bonds and to construct and maintain roads, in accordance 
with County Board resolutions approved by Department of Public Works and Buildings. 

Allotted among municipalities on basis of population. Used by them to construct and maintain highways and 
streets, and to repay indebtedness incurred for such purposes, in accordance with Council or Trustees’ reso- 
lutions approved by Department of Public Works and Buildings.

1. For general State purposes, including expenditures of executive departments, courts, General Assembly, charitable and 
penal institutions, revenue-collecting divisions, State share of Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, partial 
support of the teachers’ colleges and University of Illinois, etc. 

la. Total paid, $4,819,645.13, of which $4,413,843.57 remained in Protested Fees Fund on June 30, 1942. 

1b. Fifty per cent of receipts from Illinois Horse Racing Act. Remaining fifty per cent included in receipts from “Race 
Meeting Licenses and Admission Tax,” below. 

2. For distribution to local governments for relief costs, and administrative expenditure of Illinois Public Aid Commis- 
sion, Receipts from Utility Tax and Cigarette Tax, together with subsequent net transfers amounting to $3,879,452.06 
from the General Revenue Fund and Protest transfers of $330,072.83 from the prior one-third participation in Re 
tailers’ Occupation Tax receipts. 

3. For distribution to counties to be paid to school districts, county superintendents’ salaries and expenses and for teachers’ 
retirement system. 

4. For bond interest and retirement. Accumulated monthly to provide sufficient funds on annual due date. 

5. For partial support of the University of Illinois, in replacement of former State Property Tax Levy. The General 
Revenue Fund is another major source of money for the University. See also Note 25, 

6. For refund to counties of one-half of statutory Blind Pensions paid by counties. 

7. After above allocation from Retailers’ Occupation Tax has been made, remaining receipts are transferred monthly to 
General Revenue Fund, for purposes set forth in Note 1.

$61,967,570.13 minus subsequent net transfer to Emergency Relief Fund amounting to $3,879,452.06. (See Note 2.)

14. Allotted among municipalities on basis of population. Used by them to construct and maintain highways and streets, 
and to repay indebtedness incurred for such purposes, in accordance with Council or Trustees’ resolution approved 
by Department of Public Works and Buildings. 

Adjustment between unallotted collections at beginning and end of fiscal year. $671,414.46 represents decline in bal- 
ance between July 1, 1941 and June 30, 1942. 

15. For construction, maintenance and policing of State highways, and cost of operating Automobile Department by Secre- 
tary of State. (Road Fund) 

16. For payment of principal and interest on the 60- and 100-million-dollar State Road Bond issues. 

17. For premium payments at State and county fairs, 4-H Clubs, ete. (Agricultural Premium Fund) 

18. For all expenditures of Game and Fish Division in Department of Conservation. (Game and Fish Fund) 

19. Reimbursement of expenditures for hospital care of veterans in State institutions. (U. S. Veterans’ Bureau Fund) 

20. For all expenditures of Fire Prevention Division in Department of Public Safety. (Fire Prevention Fund)

For payment of principal and interest on 20- and 30-million-dollar Emergency Relief Bond issues. Reserved by law 
from the one-third of net Motor Fuel Tax receipts (after payment of refunds and administration costs) due re- 
spectively to counties and municipalities. Deducted from allotment to each county and municipality in proportion 
to relief payments made to its residents from Relief Bond proceeds. 

Allotted among counties in proportion to their respective Motor Vehicle License payments. Used by counties to pay 
principal and interest on State Aid Road Bonds and to construct and maintain roads, in accordance with County 
Board resolutions approved by Department of Public Works and Buildings. 

Allotted among municipalities on basis of population. Used by them to construct and maintain highways and streets, 
and to repay indebtedness incurred for such purposes, in accordance with Council or Trustees’ resolution approved 
by Department of Public Works and Buildings. 

Adjustment between unallotted collections at beginning and end of fiscal year. $1,222,441.80 represents decline in bal- 
ance between July 1, 1942 and June 30, 1948. 

For construction, maintenance and policing of State highways, and cost of operating Automobile Department by Sec- 
retary of State. (Road Fund.) 

For payment of principal and interest on the 60- and 100-million-dollar State Road Bond issues. 

For premium payments at State and county fairs, 4-H Clubs, etc., (Agricultural Premium Fund). 

For all expenditures of Game and Fish Division in Department of Conservation (Game and Fish Fund). 

Reimbursement of expenditures for hospital care of veterans in State institutions. (U. S. Veterans’ Bureau Fund.) 

For all expenditures of Fire Prevention Division in Department of Public Safety. (Fire Prevention Fund.) 

Annual interest on the State School Fund: $57,000; and refunds into Emergency Relief Fund: $40.90. 

For all maintenance and operating costs of the Illinois and Michigan Canal. 

For expenditures of Forest Nurseries Division in Department of Conservation in producing planting Stock. (Forest 
Nurseries Fund.) 

Receipts derived from Military Sources only by Adjutant General. (State Military Fund.) 

For University Income Fund and Teachers College Income Fund. Students’ fees, and receipts from institutional 
operations: residence halls, farms, etc. Net income from such operations is used for partial support of the Univer- 
sity and teachers colleges. 

For operating costs of the self-supporting industries at State institutions: material, supplies, personal services, and 
equipment. Department of Public Safety: $873,549.98; and Department of Public Welfare: $74,425.64. 

For servicing of State cars. 

For distribution to counties to be paid to school districts, applying on balance unpaid on 1932 and prior levies.

For distribution to local governments for relief costs, and administrative expenditure of Illinois Public Aid Commis- 
sion. Receipts from Public Utility Tax and Cigarette Tax totalling $13,717,593.37 were paid into the Emergency Relief 
Fund and from this amount there was transferred $4,970,765.37 net, to the General Revenue Fund. Since July 1, 
1943 the Public Utility Tax is a General Revenue Fund Receipt. 

For distribution to counties to be paid to school districts, county superintendents’ salaries and expenses and for Teach- 
ers’ Retirement System. 

For Bond Interest and Retirement. Accumulated monthly to provide sufficient funds on annual due date. 

For partial support of the University of Illinois, in replacement of former State Property Tax Levy. The General 
Revenue Fund is another major source of money for the University. (See also Note 25.) 

For refund to counties of one-half of statutory Blind Pensions paid by counties. (See Blind Assistance — General 
Revenue Fund.) 

After above allocation from Retailers’ Occupation Tax has been made, remaining receipts are transferred monthly to 
General Revenue Fund, for purposes set forth in Note 1. 

Adjustment between unallotted collections at beginning and end of fiscal year. At the close of each month current 
Retailers’ Occupation Tax receipts have accumulated to be allotted in the following month. During the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1944, $383,268.96 more was allotted than was collected, due to this method of procedure. 

For refund to consumers of tax paid on motor fuel used for purposes other than operating motor vehicles upon public 
highways (such as in farm tractors, boats, airplanes, stationary engines.) 

For cost to Department of Revenue of collecting Motor Fuel Tax and making necessary refunds, $208,691; for cost to 
Department of Public Works and Buildings of supervising and auditing the use by counties and municipalities of 
Motor Fuel Tax money allocated to them, $295,837; also $17,451 cost incurred by Department of Finance. 

For construction and maintenance of State highways. Equal to one-third of net receipts from Motor Fuel Tax after 
payment of refunds and administration costs (two previous items). 

For payment of principal and interest on 20 and 30 million dollar Emergency Relief Bond issues. Reserved by law 
from the one-third of net Motor Fuel Tax receipts (after payment of refunds and administration costs) due re- 
spectively to counties and municipalities. Deducted from allotment to each county and municipality in proportion 
to relief payments made to its residents from Relief Bond proceeds. 

Allotted among counties in proportion to their respective Motor Vehicle License payments. Used by counties to pay 
principal and interest on State Aid Road Bonds and to construct and maintain roads, in accordance with County 
Board resolutions approved by Department of Public Works and Buildings. 

Allotted among municipalities on basis of population. Used by them to construct and maintain highways and streets, 
and to repay indebtedness incurred for such purposes, in accordance with Council’s or Trustees’ resolution approved 
by Department of Public Works and Buildings. 

Adjustment between unallotted collections at beginning and end of fiscal year. $687,802.81 represents increase in bal- 
ance between July 1, 1943 and June 30, 1944. 

For construction, maintenance and policing of State highways, and cost of operating Automobile Department by Sec- 
retary of State. (Road Fund.) 

For payment of principal and interest on the 60 and 100 million dollar State Road Bond issues. 

For premium payments at,State and county fairs, 4-H Clubs, etc., (Agricultural Premium Fund). 

For all expenditures of Game and Fish Divisions in Department of Conservation. (Game and Fish Fund.) 

Reimbursement of expenditures for hospital care of veterans in State institutions. (U. S. Veterans’ Bureau Fund.) 

For all expenditures of Fire Prevention Division in Department of Public Safety. (Fire Prevention Fund.) 

Annual interest on the State School Fund, $57,000; refunds into Emergency Relief Fund, $102.87; and refunds into 
University of Illinois Fund, $25.73. 

For all maintenance and operating costs of the Illinois and Michigan Canal. 

For expenditures of Forestry Division in Department of Conservation in producing planting stock. (State Forests 
and Nurseries Fund.) 

Receipts derived from Military Sources only by Adjutant General. (State Military Fund.) 

For University Income Fund and Teachers’ College Income Fund. Receipts from students’ fees, institutional opera- 
tions, residence halls, farms, etc. Net income from such operations is used for partial support of the University 
and Teachers’ Colleges. 

For operating costs of the self-supporting industries at State institutions (material, supplies, personal services, and 
equipment.) Department of Public Safety, $990,913.28; and Department of Public Welfare, $56,193.48. 

For servicing of State cars. 

For distribution to counties to be paid to school districts, applying on balance unpaid on 1932 and prior levies. 

Final payment for the retirement of Waterway Bonds having been made, the balance of $3,125.01 was transferred to 
General Revenue Fund.

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NOTES EXPLAINING USE OF FUNDS 


For general State purposes, including expenditures of executive departments, courts, General Assembly, chari- 
table and penal institutions, revenue-collecting divisions, State share of Old Age Assistance, partial support 
of the teachers’ colleges and University of Illinois, etc. 

For distribution to local governments for relief costs, and administrative expenditure of Illinois Emergency 
Relief Commission. One-third of current Retailers’ Occupation Tax collections each month, plus subsequent 
transfer from General Revenue Fund sufficient, with other Relief Fund receipts, to provide $4,000,000 
monthly during the fiscal year ended June 30, 1940. ‘Total from Retailers’ Occupation Tax as follows: 
original allocations, $30,001,857; subsequent transfers from General Revenue Fund, $8,243,330. 

For distribution to counties to be paid to school districts, and for teachers’ retirement system. 

For bond interest and retirement. Accumulated monthly to provide sufficient funds on annual due date. 

For partial support of the University of Illinois, in replacement of former State Property Tax Levy. The 
General Revenue Fund is another major source of money for the University. See also Note 25. 

For bond interest and retirement. Accumulated monthly to provide sufficient funds on annual due date. 
Final payments made and retirement of Waterway Bonds completed during this fiscal year. 

For refund to counties of one-half of statutory Blind Pensions paid by counties. 

After above allocations from Retailers’ Occupation Tax have been made, remaining receipts are transferred 
monthly to General Revenue Fund, for purposes set forth in Note 1. Original transfer total, fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1940: $38,553,616; minus subsequent transfer of $8,243,330 to Emergency Relief Fund 
(see Note 2). 

Adjustment between unallotted collections at beginning and end of fiscal year. At the close of each month 
two-thirds of current Retailers’ Occupation Tax receipts have accumulated (after deduction of one-third for 
Emergency Relief) to be allotted in the following month. During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1940, 
$673,668 less was allotted than was collected, due to this method of procedure. 

For refund to consumers of tax paid on motor fuel used for purposes other than operating motor vehicles upon 
public highways (such as in farm tractors, boats, airplanes, stationary engines). 

For cost to Department of Finance of collecting Motor Fuel Tax and making necessary refunds: $206,035; 
for cost to Department of Public Works and Buildings of supervising and auditing the use by counties and 
municipalities of Motor Fuel Tax money allocated to them: $380,084. 

For construction and maintenance of State highways. Equal to one-third of net receipts from Motor Fuel Tax 
after payment of refunds and administration costs (two previous items). 

For payment of principal and interest on 20- and 30-million-dollar Emergency Relief Bond issues. Reserved by 
law from the one-third of net Motor Fuel Tax receipts (after payment of refunds and administration costs) 
due respectively to counties and municipalities. Deducted from allotment to each county and municipality 
in proportion to relief payments made to its residents from Relief Bond proceeds. 

Allotted among counties in proportion to their respective Motor Vehicle License payments. Used by counties 
to pay principal and interest on State Aid Road Bonds and to construct and maintain roads, in accordance 
with County Board resolutions approved by Department of Public Works and Buildings. 

Allotted among municipalities on basis of population. Used by them to construct and maintain highways and 
streets, and to repay indebtedness incurred for such purposes, in accordance with Council or Trustees’ reso- 
lutions approved by Department of Public Works and Buildings. 

For construction, maintenance and policing of State highways, and cost of operating Automobile Department 
by Secretary of State. 

For payment of principal and interest on the 60- and 100-million-dollar State Road Bond issues. 

For premium payments at State and county fairs, 4-H Clubs, etc. 

For all expenditures of Game and Fish Division in Department of Conservation. 

Reimbursement of expenditures for hospital care of veterans in State institutions. 

For all expenditures of Fire Prevention Division in Department of Insurance. 

Annual interest on the State School Fund: $57,000; refunds into University of Illinois Fund: $417.24; re- 
funds into Emergency Relief Fund: $273.69. 

For completion of Illinois Waterway. Final payments made during this fiscal year. 

For all maintenance and operating costs of the Illinois and Michigan Canal. 

For University Income Fund and Normal School Income Fund. Students’ fees, and receipts from institu- 
tional operations: residence halls, farms, etc. Net income from such operations is used for partial support 
of the University and teachers’ colleges. 

For operating costs of the self-supporting industries at State institutions: material, supplies, personal services, 
and equipment. 

For distribution to counties to be paid to school districts, applying on balance unpaid on 1932 and prior levies. 

For partial cost of constructing highways, under agreements between the State and the United States 
Government. 

For purposes specified in Federal laws authorizing the grants. 

For payment of one-half of awards (other than burial payments), plus 5% of Federal share of awards, for 
administration expense. Balance paid by State from General Revenue Fund (see Note 1). Method of pre- 
senting figures on Old Age Assistance has been altered in the table on back page, as compared with former 
Annual Analyses, to provide more detailed information. However, total net balance in the General Revenue 
Fund, including Federal Old Age Assistance reserve items, as of July 1, 1939, is the same in this Analysis 
as in the Fifth Annual Analysis, issued in 1939. 

Collected by the State Department of Labor under provisions of the Illinois Unemployment Compensation Act 
and placed in trust with the United States Treasury, as required by law. 

Funds received and disbursed by State Treasurer as trustee. Receipts made up as follows: Lincoln Park and 
other local bonds: $96,137; teachers’ pension system: $4,277,294; Federal funds for vocational education, 
employment service, P. W. A. grants, etc.: $6,470,779; payments under protest (net after transfers out of 
Protested Fees Fund into regular funds): $447,833; miscellaneous: $321,464.

1. For general State purposes, including expenditures of executive departments, courts, General Assembly, charitable and 
penal institutions, revenue-collecting divisions, State share of Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, partial 
support of the teachers’ colleges and University of Illinois, etc. 

la. Total paid, $3,695,419.12 of which $3,622,554.03 remained in Protested Fees Fund on June 30, 1943. 

1b. Fifty per cent of receipts from Illinois Horse Racing Act. Remaining fifty per cent included in receipts from “Race 
Meeting Licenses and Admission Tax,” below. 

le. General Revenue Investment funds transferred from General Revenue Fund. 

2. For distribution to local governments for relief costs, and administrative expenditure of Illinois Public Aid Commis- 
sion. Receipts from Utility Tax and Cigarette Tax totalling $23,430,481.51 were paid into the Emergency Relief 
Fund and from this amount there was transferred $7,064,738.61 Net, to the General Revenue Fund.

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penal institutions, revenue-collecting divisions, State share of Old Age Assistance, Aid to Dependent Children, Blind 
Assistance, partial support of the teachers’ colleges and University of Illinois, etc. 

The Crude Oil Production Tax was declared unconstitutional by the Supreme Court, March 27, 1944, the decree be- 
coming final April 6, 1944. There remained in Protested Fees Fund on June 30, 1944, $10,394,057.78. 

Fifty per cent of receipts from Illinois Horse Racing Act. Remaining fifty per cent included in receipts from “Race 
Meeting Licenses and Admission Tax,” below. 

General Revenue Investment Funds transferred from General Revenue Fund. 

For distribution to local governments for relief costs, and administrative expenditure of Illinois Public Aid Commis- 
sion. Receipts from Public Utility Tax and Cigarette Tax totalling $13,717,593.37 were paid into the Emergency Relief 
Fund and from this amount there was transferred $4,970,765.37 net, to the General Revenue Fund. Since July 1, 
1943 the Public Utility Tax is a General Revenue Fund Receipt. 

For distribution to counties to be paid to school districts, county superintendents’ salaries and expenses and for Teach- 
ers’ Retirement System. 

For Bond Interest and Retirement. Accumulated monthly to provide sufficient funds on annual due date, 

For partial support of the University of Illinois, in replacement of former State Property Tax Levy. The General 
Revenue Fund is another major source of money for the University. (See also Note 25.) 

For refund to counties of one-half of statutory Blind Pensions paid by counties. (See Blind Assistance — General 
Revenue Fund.) 

After above allocation from Retailers’ Occupation Tax has been made, remaining receipts are transferred monthly to 
General Revenue Fund, for purposes set forth in Note 1. 

Adjustment between unallotted collections at beginning and end of fiscal year. At the close of each month current 
Retailers’ Occupation Tax receipts have accumulated to be allotted in the following month. During the fiscal year 
ended June 30, 1944, $383,263.96 more was allotted than was collected, due to this method of procedure. 

For refund to consumers of tax paid on motor fuel used for purposes other than operating motor vehicles upon public 
highways (such as in farm tractors, boats, airplanes, stationary engines.) 

For cost to Department of Revenue of collecting Motor Fuel Tax and making necessary refunds, $208,691; for cost to 
Department of Public Works and Buildings of supervising and auditing the use by counties and municipalities of 
Motor Fuel Tax money allocated to them, $295,837; also $17,451 cost incurred by Department of Finance. 

For construction and maintenance of State highways. Equal to one-third of net receipts from Motor Fuel Tax after 
payment of refunds and administration costs (two previous items). 

For payment of principal and interest on 20 and 30 million dollar Emergency Relief Bond issues. Reserved by law 
from the one-third of net Motor Fuel Tax receipts (after payment of refunds and administration costs) due re- 
spectively to counties and municipalities. Deducted from allotment to each county and municipality in proportion 
to relief payments made to its residents from Relief Bond proceeds. 

Allotted among counties in proportion to their respective Motor Vehicle License payments. Used by counties to pay 
principal and interest on State Aid Road Bonds and to construct and maintain roads, in accordance with County 
Board resolutions approved by Department of Public Works and Buildings.

eal : GENERAL EXPLANATIONS APPLYING TO TABLE | 


. With the exception of the General Revenue Fund and the Common School Fund, the figures in the respective columns opposite each fund 
Pe as agree exactly with the records maintained by the State Treasurer. Each year $57,000 is paid by warrant from the General Revenue Fund 
to the Common School Fund. This sum amounts to interest at 6% on the (Permanent) School Endowment Fund which no longer exists. 
In order to avoid duplicating this amount in the original receipts and in the warrants issued, the $57,000 has been recorded as a transfer 
from the General Revenue Fund to the Common School Fund. 


2. The Funds maintained by the State Treasurer are grouped in three sections according to use. 


Section I.—“Collection Funds” includes four funds in which deposits during the current month are accumulated for distribution to spending 
funds, the following month. These funds issue no warrants. The Old Age Pension Recoveries Fund and the Protest Fund issue warrants 
only for refunds to taxpayers. In the latter fund, only the amounts released from protest are transferred to other funds. 

, With the exception of the Protest Fund, the balances on hand at June 30, 1945 will be transferred to other funds during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1946. The balance in the Protest Fund is the amount still subject to protest and consequently only the sums released 
from protest will be transferred to other funds; the remainder will eventually be refunded to taxpayers. The balance in the General Revenue- 
Federal Aid Fund must be considered a portion of the amount estimated to be received from the Federal Government, for public assistance, 
during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1946. This is true because the balance is simply Federal money in the custody of the State Treasurer. 
Section IJ.—‘Regular Funds Expending Money” includes the funds from which all services provided by the State Government are sup- 
ported. Consequently, the total of Section II, Column 6, or $438,313,605.81, constitutes the entire sum becoming available to finance all 
activities during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1945. 

The division between General (Non-Reserved) Funds and Special (Reserved) Funds follows the classification of funds used in the Budget 
for the 63rd Biennium, subject to qualifications which are stated later. 


Section IIIJ.—‘Funds Requiring No Additional Receipts’’, includes funds financed indirectly from those in Section II as well as the Illinois 

trust funds, some of which receive no State receipts at all. For example, the receipts of the State Garage Revolving Fund are derived from 

ihe ae amounts available in Section II through their appropriation to departments which in turn pay certain charges for the use of the 
tate Garage. 

The receipts of the Withholding Tax Fund are derived from amounts deducted from the monthly salaries of State employees. In the State 

accounts these deductions are posted as salaries and wages. Hence, the Withholding Tax is not an additional State Receipt, but merely a 

record of that portion of employees salaries required to pay Federal income taxes. 


3. Although the Budget estimates of receipts for the Biennium ending June 30, 1945 were not broken down by years, a computation of the 
receipts of the last year of the Biennium may have some value. Ignoring slight changes in the basis of estimating, which happen to affect 
the outcome very little, the computation is made as follows—using Section II and Section III of Table I:
